We respectfuliy 
offer to the veuerabie mother. the devoted wife, 
and the bereaved children of the late Presi- 
dent the assurance of our deep and tender sym- 
pathy in a sorrow which only the Divine power 
can console, but which has all the alieviation 
that the spotiess memory of the dead, the teur- 
ful gratitude of the country,and the sincere 
grief of the world can afford. 

2. That we have entire confidence in the abil-

A. Arthur, President of the United States; that 


his life-long record gives the earnest of bis fidelity ' 


and devotion to the cause and principles of the 
Republican party; ana beMeving be will carry 
out the intentions expressed by him in his in- 
auguration address, that his Administration will 
be inline with that his lamented prede- 
cessor,in accord with clearly-defined prin- 
ciples and policiy of the Republican party, and 
in tharmony with the just expectations

uo in the carrying trade, whenever the load of 
local and Federal taxation shall be removed 
from the men and ships that font our dag. We 
ask not bounties, but we do emand 
that Congress sball give our commerce 
a l ving chance upon the ocean. 

We declare our fixed purpose, so soon as the 
Democrats shall have a controlling party in the 
National Administration. that civil service be 
simplified and reduced from its present over- 
grown and corrupting porporcions: that ap- 
pointwments to it be regulated by law, and re- 
moved as far us possible from personal fayor-

Prohibition, in its twenty 
years’ trial in this Commonwealth, not only 
failed to mitigate the evil it attempted to de- 
stroy, but was the parent of other evils per- 
nicious to good morals, ‘ 

We favor the regulation of the eonduct of the 
liquor traffic by efficient laws, enforecd with 
vigur. Such laws should be reasonable in their 

wuvisions, and while not designed merely to 
baress and injure law-abiding persons engaged 
in the bus ness, vet stringent enough to effect 
u suppression of public vice. 

We make no indiscriminate assault upon cor- 
porate capital, the utility of which our commer- 
cial history indicates, but corporate privileges 
imply correlative corporate duties owed by the 
corporations to the publw, the performance of 
which it is the right of the State to compel. 

We believe the Legislature in the interest of 
the public sbould exercise a vigilant surveili- 
lance over corporations to prevent and reform 
the abuse of their franchises, and to secure to 
the people thé benefits contemplated in their 
incorporation. 

The subject of railroad fares and freighis is 
of intimate concern to all the people, and is a 
proper one for investigauion and regulation by 
legislative authority. 

e advocate the avolition of the poll-tax asa 
—— of the right to vote in the Common- 
wealth. 

We impeach the Kepublican Legislature for 
placing obstacies in the way of free suffrage, 
and imposing complicated. troublesome, and 
time-consuming prerequisits on the right to 
vote, onerous and unjust to the 200,000 workmen 
of the State, intentionally adopted to encourage 
officials te neglect their duty. 

We fee! as profoundly as any of our country- 
men the sorrowful stroke that bows the heart of 
the Nation in solemn sadness above the 
sepulchre of its eruelly-murdered Chief Mag's- 
trate. But we lift our head to behold the He- 
public unshaken and stately as ever in the path 
of its great career. Touched by the 
manifestations of patriotic feeling the 
trugic event evokes from all classes and sec- 
tions, we realize with gladoess that the Nation * 
has been builded anew, on its original and sure 
foundation, the kindred affections and loyal in- 
stincts of all its people. We trust the recent 
unkindness between North and South is finally 
buried in that baliowed grave of the Nation's 
dead, and that no unworthy party spirit or sec- 
tional uncharitablerngss will ever vex its repose.

Although the fences in an agricultural com- 
munity are the most Onerous tax which the 
farmer bas to bear, ana the subject has aliraet- 
ed the attention of agricultural societies and 
journals and the public press generally, no sys- 
tematic effort bas been made under the ceusus 
now in process Of compilation to reach actual 
data ag to the cost of the sume. In the schedule 
of the recent census au inquiry was loserted to 
“asvertain the outlay for biliding and repairing 
farm fences during the year 1879. A po n of 
this work has been tabulated, covermyg eleven 
States in different secuons of the country. The 
following is the result:

careful guess. It has been estimated that the 
cost of the fences was greater than the entire 
value of the live stock, horses, mules, cattle, 
sheep, and swine they were built to guard agajpst, 
and a writer of considerable txperience and 
reputation has stafea that the fence tax on the 
farms in the State of New York was three and a 
half times greater per acre then pe State, 
county, and towoship taxes upou the land. Pos- 
sessing this importance the full stutistic8 when 
completed will be ixely to chalfenge the atten- 
tion of agriculturists, and as they r indirect- 
ly upon the production of the crops they will

HIS FORTHCOMING REVIEW OF THE PRESI 
DENT’S CASE, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 5.—In his forthcoming 
review ot the case of President Garfieid, Dr. 
D. W. Bliss, after describing the events im- 
mediately following the shooting, gives the 
results of the formal consultation with Drs. 
Agnew and Hamilton on the 4th of July, and 
says: 

They individually examined the wound 
with great care. ese examinations con- 
sisted iu the introduction in different direc- 
tions of probes and flexible bougies, in order, 
if possible, to determine the course of the 
ball. With the evidence developed by this 
personal #@xamination, together with the 


complete history of the shooting of the Pres- 


ident and the progress of the symptoms for 
the first forty-seven hours, they proceeded to 
discuss the possible course ot the ball, and 
the organs involved—viz.: whether it passed 
directly forward into or through the liver, 
or was defected backward at a right angle, 
so as to involve the spinal column, or down- 
ward behind the peritoneum, toward the 
pelvic cavity. Carefully weighing all the 
evidence, 

THE MORE PROMINENT SYMPTOMS 
upon which the diagnosis was based are 
presented in the following order: The rela- 
tive position of the assasin to the President at 
the time of theshooting, the direction of the 
ball through the tissues, so far as safe 
exploration could determine, gradual subsi- 
dence or modification of pain, the hyper- 
esthesia of the feet and scrotum, and the re- 
peated unsuccessful efforts to pass a probe 
or flexible instrument more than one-haif 
inch in any direction beyond the fractured 
rib, exceptina direction downward, a little 
forward and anterior to the twelfth rib, a 
distance of about two inches. 

WITH ALL THESE FACTS BEFORE THEM 
it was possible to determine positively the 
course taken by the ball. The indications 
pointed to a downward course of the ball 
into the pelvic cavity. Upon careful ex- 
amination of the foregoing facts, and 
of the opinions expressed by the 
distinguished counsel, we Were inclined to, 
recede from the opinions at first adopted re- 
garding the supposed passage of the ball 
through the liver. The propriety of making 
extensive incisions and dissections, so as to 
explore the fractured ribs and remove as 
much as might be necessary to reveal 
the true course of the ball, was duly 
considered. But the opinion was maintained 
that the favorable progress of the President 
thus far did not warrant it, and, further, 
such an operation would seriously compli- 
cate the case and diminish the prospect of 
recovery. The facts revealed by the 
autopsy confirm 0 wisdom of 
the course pursued. With this view, 
all the surgeons concurred. Was the mis- 
taken diagnosis a natural result of the con- 
ditions present and to have developed a cor- 
rect diagnosis would not operative proced- 
ure have ensued? If we had known the ex- 
act course and locality of the ball, and the 
organs injured in its passage, should the 
treatment have been modified in any partic- 
ular ?”’ 

CONCLUSION. . 
Dr. Bliss then, continuing a history of the 
patient up to the time of death says: “I 
desire to say, in a brief review of the leading 
facts as to the general conduct of the case, 
that it has been apparent te the medical

„ notwithstanding. the mutations 
ahgured a successful termination. 
It is but justice to myself to state that my 
rognosis was based on a lesionof minor 
— Had our diagnosis been cor- 
rect, modern surgery should have conducted 
the case to a successful termination.

UNHEALTHY SPECULATION. 9 

New York, Oct. 5.— From the Public: In 
September every city in the Union had a 
larger business than in the corresponding 
month last year, and the aggregate of ex- 
changes at the clearing-house cities outside 
of New York has never been surpassed but 
once. The June record of $1,521,600,000 has 
not yet been equaled, but September com- 
pares favorably with any other month of 
which we have record. Much of the increase 
is due to the enormous grain transactions at 
Chicago and Milwaukee. It is no longer a 
matter of surprise that in every city the ex- 
changes are larger than last year, because 
the prices of nearly all important products 
are materially higher. But the gain at most 
points is sufficiently large to indicate an in- 


crease in the quantity of products exchanged. 
The following shows the amount exchanged 
for the week ending Oct. 1 and for the month 
of September, except at Kansas City, New 
Haven, and Syracuse, where returns are for 
the four weeks ending Oct. 1:

as evidence of an unmixed prosperity. As- 
suredly it is wot a gain to the country that 
the crops of wheat and corn have proved 
comparatively small. Still less is it a gain 
that prices have been advanced so rapidly 
and so far that domestic and foreign con- 
sumers alike are slow to take from dealers 
the enormous and. rapidly accumulating 
stocks on hand. In cotton the situation is 
not very different, though the corner in 
that article has been operated in Liverpool 
rather than here, The price of petroleum 
has been artificially and to all appearances 
unreasonably advanced, and the upward 
movement in hog products, though it has an 
excuse at present in the prospect that corn 
will be dear, was commenced and pushed far 
early in the year before that prospect existed. 
An excessive speculation, based upon 
a mere plethora of mogey or 
an expansion of credits, is an unhealthy 
symptom, but it is certainly not less un- 
healthy when, in addition to monetary 
causes, it has for a basis an important de- 
crease in the country’s production. 
THE FAVORABLE SYMPTOM 
is that legitimate commerce and nearly all 
branches of manufacturing are prosperous, 
and the volume of trade, apart frém all spec- 
ulative transactions, is evidently very large. 
Though the farmers have short crops they 
have a a. of high prices for that they 
have to sell, and several years’ remarka- 
ble prosperity have enabled them to purchase 
freely, notwithstanding one season of com- 
parative misfortune. The fall and winter 
trade will be the largest in the history of the 
country, apparently, and the crops of 1881, 
though smaller than were expected, will 
probably prove more valuable to producers 
than the crops of any previeus year except 
1879 and 1880. 


STUCK ON ELIJAH. 


A Boston Man Who Followed the 
Great Prophet with Little Profit to 
His Wife and Fanilly-—A Singular 
Divorce Proceeding. 

Svecial Disvatci. o The Chicago Tribune. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 5.—There was detailed 
in the Divorce Court this morning one of the 
most unique exampies of the wild vagaries of 


which the human mind is capable under the 


combined influence of ignorance, superstition, 
and temptation that has ever been brought to 
public attention. The case was that of Jen- 
kins vs. Jenkins. The wife petitioned for di- 
vorce on the ground of desertion and infidel- 
ity. Her story was a remarkable one. In 1872 
her husband induced her to join with him the 
Elijah Message Association, led by Joseph J. 
Curry, who assumed to be the resur- 
rected prophet. The leader was to 
get together 144,000 believers, whe were to fol- 
low him to Georgia,where a Kingdom of Heaven 
was to be established. Brother Jenkins was 

de one of the witnesses, so called. A little 
company of 100 men, women, and children early 
in 1872 started for the promised land, and pitched 
their tents near Augusta. But some ot Elijah’s 
prophecies were not fulfilled. He declared 
among other things that the believers should 
know no death. aud when one young woman 
sickened and died the faith of some was 
greatiy shaken. But the steadfast ones held 
out for more thana year, and Mrs. Jenkins’ 
description of their sufferings a part of the time 
was pitiful. For three months she and her 
family lived on cornmeal and water. But the 
holy ground where the Prophet's tent was 
pitched, and which, he deciared it would be in- 
stant death for anyone to cross, was finally in- 
vaded by the local authorities, who arrested 
uim for illegal intimacy with &4 woman of bis 
flock. Jenkins, still persisting in his fanatical be- 
lief, came North with his family, but soon de- 
serted tbem in Boston, and all that has since been 
received from him has been three silver dimes 
sent for their support and several letters filled 
with bis ravings. . 

But the most interesting part of the case was 
the examination of one of the believers in the 
strange doctrine. He was an intelligent, straight- 
forward man, to all appearances. He described 
their experiences in Georgia. and said that he 
did not believe all that be did before he found 
that Elijah was breaking’at least one of the 
commandments. He read extracts from the 
Voice of Elijah and other publications written 
by Jenkins, in which tbe Supreme Being is 
spoken of as Yavah. When he mentioned 
the death ot one of the bunared., 

The Court asked: “How did she happen to 
die!“ f 

“She was very sick when she went there, and 
ber faith was somewhat shaken by her condi- 
tion. was the reply. 

“So finding she was sick shook ber belief that 
she was going to live forever, did it?” pursued 
the Court. 

The witness admitted that such was the tact. 

* Is Elijah dead?“ continued Judge Lord. 

“ Yes, be fasted sixteen days, and finally died.“ 
sadiyv replied the disciple. 

“Do you believe you are going to die? was 
the next question. 

* Well, there are Bifferent ways of looking at 
it. The Scriptures say that They that believe 
in Him shall never die.“

How Wolte’s Candidacy Win 
Affect the Regular Nom- 
ination 


The Sanguine Views of the Inde- 
pendent Republican Leader. 


Probable Influence of the Silent Vote on 
the General Result. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Prrrspura, Pa., Oct. 1.—Politics in Pennsyi- 
vaula is just now ina somewhat excited state. 
The recent nomination by the Democrats of Mr. 
Orange Noble as their candidate tor Treasurer, 
coupled with the split in the Republican camp, 
has created the liveliest interest in political 
circles, and the campaign promises to be one of 
the most hotly-cantested tne State has ever 
known. A divisior in the stronger party on the 
eve of an approaching election bas naturally 
caused grave apprehension for the future, and 
it is generally conceded that,if a compromise be 
not effected, the Republican supremacy may be 
seriously iperiled. 

It is true that only one State office is involved 
in the approaching contest, and that immense 
bonds are required to be given by the success- 
ful candidate; yet in the several counties sets 
of minor offices are to be chosen, and the vari- 
ous candidates are already actively in the field. 
The announcement of Mr. Charies 8. Wolfe as 
au Independent Republican candidate for Treas- 
urer bas largely complicated matters in the Re- 
publican camp. It is not claimed that Gen. 
Baily, the regular candidate, was nominated 
unfairly. There had been no struggle between 
opposing factions in the nominating conven- 
tion. There had been no charges of unfair ad- 
vantage, bribery, or breaches of faith; but the 
best of feeling among the delegates had been 
displayed, an unexceptionable candidate had 
been named, and a platform had been adopted 
in sympathy with the Administration, and which 
was characterized by sound Kepublican doctrine 
and sense. 

WOLFE’S CANDIDACY. 

Mr. Wolfe has long been conspicuous in Penn- 
sylvania politics for bis opposition to the Cam- 
erons and the rule of the ** bosses.” He is a 
well-to-do lawyer of Lewisburg, a town of 4,000 
inhabitants on the west brauch of the Susque- 
hanna, and is described as a man of a good deal 
of independence of character, but with little 
discretion, yet against ‘whom epithets will not 
answer and ridicule will be powerless. The rea- 
sons for his present bolt are best stated in bis 
own words, as follows: “I am not making 
this contest against Gen. Baily persou- 
ally, or against Senator Cameron. 1 recog- 
nize the fact that Senator Cameron and 
his friends are necessary to the Republican 
party, as | insist that the independent Republic- 
ans also are. Our united strength is essential to 
party strength and — harmony. My battle 
is fora common groun upoe which all must 
stand. leader and layman alike having faith in 
the justice and donesty of the party will, and 


bowing to it. This battle will go on until that 
point is reached; and | feet that it can now be 
reached in no other way than dy an appeal di- 
rect to delewates whose ambition cannot be 
flattered, who will not wait at the feet of cor- 
rupt power, or temporize with the policy that 
muzzies free expression and action.”” it cannot 
be denied that Mr. Wolfe is an important person- 
among the Keyst@me politicians. No 
is better known to the masses. 
his influence roportioned to 
bis notoriety, he might have a 
reasonabie hope of success in bis present aspi- 
rations; but boiters,who have for their object the 
defeut of the party they represent, are gen- 
erally treated with suspicion, and their influ- 
ence, in consequence, is materially weakened. 
DEMOCRATIC HOPES. 

It is evident that the continuance of Wolf's 
candidacy can only have the effect to weaken 
Gen. Baily and strengthen his Democratic oppo- 
nent. It the punishment of the bosses’’ were 
the only object to be attained, a large number of 
excellent Republicans would be found to lend a 
beiping hand; but they reeognize the fact that a 
8 is at stake, and are too true te party 
ines to offer any id at the risk of 
Democratic success. “What shall it protit 
Samsuo,”” says the Philadelphia ress, 
0 in pull down the temple 
and crushing the Philistines, he himseif perish 
in the attempt? If the Independent Kepublic- 
ans were to follow Wolfe, what bope would re- 
main of the Independents guining the mastery 
of the party? It would defeat the party, but 
bow would it drive the managers from their in- 
trenchments, and how would it advance the Iu- 
dependent flag? 

But the Independent Republicans as yet are 
not rallying around the standard of the selt-ap- 
—— candidate. They sympathize with him, 
hut cunnot see the way out of the dilema by the 


means which he has chosen. The majority of 


them think ita wiser pian to work within the. 


party than without it. It seems also that there is 
considerable jealousy in the ranks. It isclaimed 
that Mr. Woite bas annouhced himself asa 
candidate without even consulting the leaders 
of the faction Which be professes to represent, 
and they in turn claim that they are not bound 
to support him. 
HIS OPINION OF THE INDEPENDENTS, 

On the evening preceding the State Conven- 
tion, when it was well known that Gen. Baily 
would be nominated by a large majority on the 
following day, Mr Wolfe made a vigorous plea 
that the Independents sbould decline to partici- 
pate in the convention; and th@ manner in 
which his advice was received is related by him- 
self as follows: I desired and advised that 
they quietly go home and take no part in the 
convention, thus entering a solemn and omi- 
nous protest against its predetermined action. 
if, however, they thought best to go in, to en- 
ter the protest on tbe floor of the 
convention in calm but forcible terms. Neither 
was done. They simpiy bared their backs to the 
lash of the masters, and took the stripes with- 
outa murmur. The overseers tiendishly laugh 
over their work of humiliating their serts. I 
for one want some practical results of this In- 
dependent movement, or I now want it demon- 
strated that there can be none.“ 

The Democrats have taken hope from the 
split in the other party, and will make a desper- 
ate effortto elect their own candidate. Their 
candidate recently numinated is reputed to have 
plenty of money at his command, and this 
money will be freely used to gain the desired 
end. If the Democrats can win this time they 
argue that theiropponents will be so completely 
demoralized that the Governorship will also be 
lost next year, and thus the political supremacy 
be compietely reversed. Their newspapers are 
unanimoéasly in favor of Wolfe's candidacy— 
not, as they claim, because Republican success 
is thereby imperiled, but because the bosses "’ 
must be taught a lesson. They are friendly to 
a division, because they are secretiy aware that 
disaster to their opponents must inevitably 
follow, and the Treasury plum is no mean one 
to swallow. 

THE REPUBLICAN OUTLOOK. 


Although Senator Cooper, the Chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, bas no fears for 
the final result. yet he frankly admits that the 
intluence ot the sileut vote may largely weaken 
the regular candidate. The Senator is a san- 
suine, cheerful man, and is of the opinion that 
the totai number of those who are like- 
ly to drop off openly ean be but little 
more than the ordinary leakage by 
other side issues, such as Prohibition and 
Greenbackism; in fact, the vote for Wolfe 
would be drawn from the same ciements that 
usually cast the scattering votes of these classes. 
The triends of Wolfe, on the other band, claim 
that their candidate’s strength is especially 
great in Philadeiphia, and that be will poll any- 
where from W. to 4,000 votes in that city 
alone. If be should get but a few thousand out- 
side of the city the aggregate would be vertainily 
enough to defegt Baily, and thus the object of 
the candidacy be attained. “If the Kepublicans 
do not tully and strongly support me. said the 
independent candidate recently,” there can be 
but one resuit—Demucratic victory. Ic any 
event, even if I am not elected, I will draw 
enough votes from the Republican party to de- 
feat Baily and the machine. Thus, you see, the 
question resolves itself into a certainty.” 

Heretofore the successful candidates for 
State Treasurer has not been considered a very 
lucky individual. Thesalary of the office is only 
$5.00 a year, with very few perquisites. The 
length of term isonly two years, and the man is 
scarcely firmly seated before he must make way 
for his successor. Then, too, he is elected ata 
time when no other State officers are chosen, and 
the expenses of the campaign must be largely 
provided by bimself. If only a wealthy nan can 
afford to be United States Senator. even so can 
only a wealthy man afford to have charge of the 
Pennsyivargia Treasury. Mr. Wolfe claims that 
be doesn't want the office, but that he is making 
war for every man who desires to think and act 
for himself. Still, if elected, he will not deem it 
his duty to return $417 monthly to the Treasury, 
but will retain it asa — af the sympathy and 
support of the Republican voters. 

THE PROBABLE VOTE. 

In “off years the Pennsylvania voters are 
somewhat apathetic. But litle money is contri- 
buted to carry on the expenses of the campaign, 
few speeches are made, and but few political 
meetings are held. On election-day. if the 
wedther be fine, a large proportion of the city

HOMEOPATHY. 


Happy Dedication of the Chicago Ho- 
meopathic College — An Admission, 
Growing Out of President Garfield’s 
Case, that Medical Surgery Has by No 
Means Reached Pertection, and that 
Criticism in Medical Treatment Is a 
Good Thing— Mayor Harrison in the 
Role of a Homeopath, for One Night 
Only. 

The new and very handsome building of the 
Chicago Homeopathic College, located at the 
coruer of Wood and York streets, and described 
in Tux TRIBUNE in detail some weeks ago, was 
dedicated last night in the presence of several 


hundred delighted spectators. he spa- 
cious amphitheatre in which the exercises 
were held was overcrowded, the entrances be- 
ing blocked with those who were unabie to find 
even standing-room inside. Before the exer- 
cises were opened the ladies and gentlemen who 
were to attend them—or about 200 of the num- 
ber—assembied in the amphitheatre of 
the County Hospital, across the street from 
the new college building, and were conducted 
through the wardsof the hospital by Warden 
Mills, who first received the visitors with a neat 
littie speech, to which President J. 8. Mitcheil, 
of the Homeopathic College, responded. 

The dedicatory exercises were opened with 
prayer by Bishup Fallows, after which came 
the report of Hospital Baoilding 
Committee, of which committee Mr. A. 
W. Woodward is the Chairman. ‘The report 
told how all the stock had been taken up by the 
faculty. and how rapidly and thoroughly the 
work of construction had been carried on. 
Ground for the new building was broken only 
about June l. The cost was to be $46,000. 4 

Mr. George H. Edbrook, the archifect of the 
building. 

HANDED OVER THE KEYS 

to President Mitchell, who then proceeded to read 
an address which was, of course, very flattering 
to homeopathy iu general, and to howeopathists 
in Chicago particularly.

His Honor had gone to the bospitai at 
8 o'clock that morniug, thinking the exercises 
were to take place in the forenoon, and he gave 
a humorous uccount of bow he found and en- 
tertuined an audieuce of carpenters, for the un- 
ishing toucbes of the building are still to be 
added.

HOOLEY’s THEATRE. 

The attendance at Hooley’s Theatre at the 
matinée yesterday afternoon was very light. 
Mr. Keene appeared in the character of Shylock 
in Snakspeare's comedy of The Merchant of 
Venice.“ The partis a difficult one, since the 
least exaggeration spoils all effect. As 
Mr. Keene das himself said, “It is 
necessary to hold constantiy in mind the au- 
thor’s intent.“ What kind of a nan had Shaks- 
peare in bis mind when he drew the character of 
Shylock? A crafty and a cruel man, mean io bis 
revenge, flegce in bis purpose to gratify it; one 
whose abuse stops short of invective, whose 
anger is curbed before it leads to a dis- 
play of violent wrath. A display of Judaism 
with some dignity of port as the fancied avenger 
of a nation’s wrongs, and yet claiming some 
sympathy as a father outraged by the act of his 
own child. Shifock is a type of national suffer- 
ings, sympatbies, and antipathies. Himself 
an object of bitter insuit and scorn to 
those about him—surrounded by enemies 
whom de is at once too proud to 
conciliate and too weak to oppose—he can bave 
no lite among them but misery. no bold on them 
but interest, no feeling towards them but hate, 
no indemnity out of tem but revenge.“ He is 
thoroughiy and integsely Jewisb; full of the 
most complicated elethents of character. In his 
malice even be is almost sublime. And the 
play which is the setting for this great 
character is called by Schlegel “one of Shbak- 
speare’s most perfect works’; and Hudson adds 
that the more the work is studied, “the more 
we cannot but wonder that so much of humun 
nature in 80 great a variety of development 
should be crowded into so small a spuce.”’ 

Such, then, the character of Shock, and such 
the play in which he plays the most prominent 
part. Kightly to interpret this “ masterpiece of 
characterization requires the finished art of a 
great actor. It is easily caricatured, not easily 
portrayed. Tosay of Mr. Keene that be gives 
an ideal Shyiock would be to claim that in one 
sbort season be bas mastered ove of the must 
dificult of Sbhakspeare’s many difficuit 
churacters and rivaieg Edmund Kean 
in that in which years of study and experience 
rendered bim uvrivaiied. It may well be doubt- 
ed whether we have more than one actor cupa- 
ble of satisfying the requirements of the part. 
It was of Macklia that Pupe wrote: 

This is the Jew j 

That Sbukspeare drew, 
and since then the praise has been seldom 
repeated. Mr. Keene's rendering of the charuc- 
ter is much more finished than would be 
expected of one who is striving for fame in so 
many differing roles at the same time. It is 
not lacking in power and strength; in portions 
of thetrialscene and in the interviewwith Svlarto 
where the joy at hearing of Antonio's losses and 
the anger and sorrow at bis daughter's flight al- 
ternate and nearly drive the old usurer mad, the 
actor almost meets the requirements of the 
part. But, as a whole, there is a finish lacking, 


deciamation beyond the demands of the scene, 
an absence of light and shade which brings the 
performance below the standuru fixed for u 
great actor. There is mucb of promise—tnuct to 
iearn. So much of promise that it wouid 
not be difficult 30 believe that, us the rough 
edges of the impersonation are wörn down aud 
study and experience brougbt to bear upon the 
purt, it will be that in which Mr. Keene will ex- 
cel and show most unmistakably the Freut 
talent bis frieads so clamorously claim for 
bim today. But little pains was 
taken to properly mount the piece. To give n 
scene in Venice with a street having deep wagon 
trucks is a piece of careiess work tu say the 
least.

A CORRESPONDENT in yesterday’s TRIBUNE 
asked the pertinent question: It the law is 
at fault, who is responsible—the Jawyers and 
courts or the lawmakers”’ Our esteemed 
correspondent had not apparently consid- 
ered the possibility that the two terms of his 
antithesis might in reality be very nearly syn- 
ohymous. While it is not precisely true that 
the lawyers and the lawmakers are the same, 
itis a fact that the State Legislature is con- 
trolled and guided to a great extent by mem- 
bers of the legal profession. The last Legis- 
lature, for example, which had less than the 
usual proportion of lawyers, had in the 
flouse fifty-one legal gentlemen out of 155 
members, and in the Senate twenty-nine 
out of fifty-one. One-third of the House 
and more than one-half the Senate was com- 
posed of lawyers, and their influence in both 
Houses, as shown by their position on the 
committees, was considerably in excess of 
that to which they were entitled by their 
numbers. No bill could possibly get through 
that abridged the privileges of lawyers or 
made the administrauon @f justice less slow 
and expensive. The tendency was all in the 
other direction, and the Legislature was only 
prevented with infinit difficulty from taking 
away or limitmg still further the final juris- 
diction of the Appellate Courts, so that ap- 
peals might be taken in aimost all cases to 
the Supreme Court, and the legal pragpssion 
thereby be-made still more flourishing and 
honorable than it is.

THE WEW YORK REPUBLICANS. 

The Republican State Convention in New 
York yesterday was entirely harmonious, 
and resulted in the complete triumph of the 
Garfield wing of the party. Senator Warner 
Miller was chosen the temporary Chairman by 
a vote of 298 to 190 for Congressman Hiscock. 
The latter declined positively to be a candi- 
date for the position, and was understood 
to be in sympathy with the majority. Never 
theless, his name was used by the so-called 
Stalwarts, and a test vote thereby brought 
on. The majority of 108 recorded by the 
Garfield Republicans was decisive. ‘Thence- 
forth there was nothing to be done but to 
earry on the proceedings of the convention 
in accordance with the will of the ma- 
jority thus clearly ascertained. The con- 
vention took a recess at this point. When 
it reassembled Chauncey M. Depew was 
made permanent Chairman amidst great ap- 
plause. The contests were decided, with a 
few small exceptions, in favor of the Garfield 
delegates. The delegations opposed to Conk- 
ling from his own co@nty were admitted, and 
Mr. Samuel Lowery was permitted at last to 
enjoy the fruits of his hard-won trinmph by 
sitting in the place of his old antagowist. 

The resolutions were very well written. 
The first one felieitously expressed the pub- 
lie sorrow in view of the death of President 
Garfield, whose Administration it was said 
won the contidence of the country by, among 
its trinmphant vindica- 
tion of the constitutional authority of 
the executive office.” Strong medicine 
this for Mr. Conkling!

Joseph B. Carr was renominated for Secre- 
tary of State, Ira Davenport was nominat- 
ed for State Controller, Leslie W. Russel 
for Attorney-General, Silas Seymour for State 
Engineer, and Franeis M. Finch for Judge 
of the Court of Appeals. 

The significance of the convention and its 
work consisted, first, in the fact that it put 
the seal of public approval in the most em- 
phatic manner upon the policy of President 
Garfield. The majority, for some days be- 
fore the convention, called themselves and 
still choose to be known as “ Garfield Repub- 
licans.” They have ceased to be opponents 
of Mr. Conkling for the simple reason 
that he has been wiped out of New York 
politics. Opposition to him would mean 
little or nothing unless he had further power 
or reputation to be deprived of, as he has not. 
But there is a posftive meaning in the policy 
of adherence to the principles which guided 
the Administration of President Garfield. 

The convention has importance, secondly, 
as anote of warning and encouragement to 
President Arthur. Theexpressions of good- 
will for the new Executive were most cordial 
and sincere; but he will not need to 
read between the lines to be assured 
that any serious departure from the 
policy of his lamentéd predecessor will 
not be approved by the majority of 
the Republican party. The Republicans of 
New York respectfully notified the Presi- 
dent that hisown State would not suppart 
him in case he should attempt to inaugurate 
an Administration of revenges. It is not 
probable that he has personally thought of 
engaging in so perilous a course; but he is 
well known to be afflicted with counselors 
who have neither his moderation nor his 
wisdoin. „ 

We understand the convention to mean, 
finally, that a new order of things is to be 
introduced in the management of the party 
in New York.

He 
must have reflected in how brief a period of 
time he had climbed the slippery ladder of 
fame, to the very top—only twenty-five years!

strides in learning, in statesmanship, and in 


practical world with them in 1856—less than 
twenty-fwe years ago.

“You may write down in your books now 
the largest percentage of blunders which 
you think ] shall be likely to make, and you 
will be sure to find in the end that I have 
made more than you have caiculated—many 
more.” How modest the great man was in 
the presence of those who knew best how he 
had struggled to fit himself for the high des- 
tinv which was then nearing its tragic end. 
Was he proud to stand thus conspic- 
uously at the head of his class, 
after twenty-five years? Doubtless,. but 
the feeling of pride had a tinge 
of the humility of true _ greatness. 
Had his ambition reached to the Presidency ? 
Doubtless, but it was not a vain, feverish 
ambition. It had not o’erleaped itself. It 
had not called to its aid the futile arts of the 
demagog; it had not descended to the poor 
tricks of intrigue. Garfield could say on 
the eve of his elevation to the first place: 
This honor comes to me unsought.. I never 
had the Presidential fever—not even for a 
day; nor have Littonight. I haveno feeling 
of elation in view of the position I am called 
upon to fill.“ What a commentary upon the 
ineffectual struggles of the overambitious 
statesmen and politicians of American his- 
tory to mount the steps of the throne of the 
Republie! As Garfield made this solemn 
declaration, bearing the impress of indisput- 
able truth, across the inner vision of the si- 
auditory there must have flashed 
the shades of Calhoun, Clay, Webster, Doug- 
las, Seward, Chase, Greeley, Morton, and 
others of the illustrious dead. And is there 
no lesson ip the career of Garfield for the 
hving statesmen who have struggled and 
still struggle to vault inte the first place, 


through the aid of political arts and in- 


trigue? Will they not reflect that the time 
given to cunning intrigue ls taken from hon- 
est toil; and that it is to toil that the gods 
give everything? 

ln this brief, touching speech of Garfield to 
his classmates his real ambition is disclosed. 
“I would thank God were 1 today a free 
lance in the House or in thé Senate.” No 
man of all the long line of American states- 
men, living and dead, better knew the value 
of intellectual labof than James A. Garfield: 
and it is in the hals of Congress that the 
services of its devotees become con- 
spicuous because ef their great, almost 
inestimable, value. It was there that 
Garfield grew to a towering hight in 
intellectual stature—grew as the thorotgh- 
ly equipped scholar grows who adds daily to 
his aceumulation of lore by constant study 


lation. He “never had the Presidential 
fever,” because he steadily broadened his own 
sphere of usefulness by futense application 
to the duties of legislation. In his field of 
cultured observation. he saw new realms to 
conquer, and henee there was no occasion 
for him to look beyond with wistful eyes. 
This is the secret of CGarfield’s intellectual 
growth and the philosophy of his popularity. 
He did with a will, with intelligent assiduity, 
what his hands found to do; and in doing 
always exactly what he was appointed to do 
to the best of hisnaturaland acquired ability 
he became an intellectual giant by the law of 
accretions.

THE MICHIGAN FIRE RELIEF. 

Mr. Hotchkiss, the Secretary of the Michi- 
gan Relief Fund, has furnished us withsome 
statistics of the recent forest fires in Michi- 
gan and of the relief which is necessary to 
aid the sufferers until they can get into a 
position to help themselves; and, as they will 
serve to answer mahy questions which are 
frequently addressed to us, we give the sub- 
stance of them. The fire district embraces 
two-thirds of Huron, ail of Sanilac, the 
eastern two-thirds of Tuscola, and the north- 
ern townships of Genesee and Lapeer. 
About sixty-four townships are embraced in 
the burned district, covering an area ofabout 
2,300 square miles. Not all of this was dev- 
astated. but not far from 900 square miles 
was left without a building or living tree 
standing upon it, while the remainder was 
left in a sorry plight. The Detroit Tribune 
estimates the number of dwelling-lhouses 
burned at 1,147, representing; of course, an 
equal number of families, who lost their 
houses, barns, farming implements, and 
crops, together with their clothing, down 
to what they had on their backs when they 
sought places of safety. It is impossible as 
yet to say how n.any persons were burned to 
death, but 200 are known to have perished at 
the time. Many have died since from the 
effect of their injuries, while the lack of 
comfortable dwellings, bedding, etc., is like- 
ly to cause many Others to succumb during 
the coming winter. The greatest present 
need is food supplies, dwellings, however 
humble, bedding, cheap furniture for kitchen 
use, stoves, cooking utensils, underclothing, 
pork, beef, lumber, agficultural implements, 
and other things which are not likely to be 
donated, but must be purchased. The suf- 
ferers cannot hope to help themselves to any 
great extent before the ground can be made 
to produce somewhat towards their support. 
This cannot at the best be looked for before 
the end of next June, 

Mr. Hotchkiss, as Secretary of the Lum- 
berman’s Exchange, forwarded $2,000 before 
the meeting of citens was held; since the n. 
as Secretary of the Relief, he has de- 
posited not far from $7,500. Thereare $3,000 
in the hands of the collecting committees, and 
the Board of Trade is reported to have sent 
$4,000, and probably about $2,000 was sent 
direct to Port Huron in private subscriptions. 
The total of contributions in cash, or its 
equivalent, in this city amount to about 
$18,000. Meanwhile the State of Michigan, 
New York, Boston, and other cities have 


sent probably $250,000, and the total from all 


sources is inside of $300,000, The fund, it is 
claimed, must be increased at least to 
double that amount (e omit exaggerations) 
if each sufferer is to have enough to keep 
him in the necessities of life until he can 
help himselt. This is substantially the 
story of the needs of these sufferers, and it 
will be seen that there is ample opportunity 
for charitably-disposed persons to do some- 
thing more in the way of help. One excel- 
lent way of helping. will be to attend the 
entertainment to be given tomorrow after- 
noon at the Central Music-Hall. The at- 
tractions are unusually excellent and varied, 
and those who attend will not only have a 
pleasurable time but will invest their money 
where it will do goed.

GRANT’S OPINIONS OF BLAINE AND 
OTHERS, 

The Associated Press reporter at Washing- 
ton has credited Gen. Grant with recent ut- 
terances which are certainly very extraordi- 
nary. Itis represented that these utterances 
are vouched for by a prominent Republican 
who heard Gen. Grant make them. Never- 
theless, itis hard to believe that he entertains 
or would give expression to such opinions as 
are reported, beaause they would indicate 
that he has become garrulous and petulant. 
The report is this: 

A prominent gentleman said that a few days 
after Gartield’s death he was in New York, 
where he met Gen, Grant; that the conversa- 
tion naturally was about Garfield's death and 
Artbur’s elevation to the Presidency. ‘This gen- 
tleman said he was much pleased with Arthur's 
inaug@raly which was just ont, it being the very 
day that Arthur took the oath of office at the 
Capitol, and that he believed President Arthur 
had the material in bim to make a good Presi- 
dent. Grant replied that those who doubted it 
would be mistaken. Arthur was the equal in 
every respect of Garfield, except in oratory, and 
in personal independence and singleness of pur- 
pose his superior. Many of Garteid's appoint- 
ments were politically bad, serious mistakes, 
while some of them showed the baldest ingruti- 
tude. The worst were those dictated by Biaine, 
whose appointment to the Cabinet was tne first 
and greatest blunder of the series.

Gen. Garfield was not a candidate for 
the nomination which the Republican party 
conferred upon him in the Chicago Conven- 
tion; Gen. Grant’s friends did all they could 
in the convention to prevent the nomination 
of Garfield, or anybody except Grant. What 
“bald ingratitude ”’ did Garfield show, in the 
absence of all obligation, which would war- 
rant Grant in commenting thereon after 
Garfield’s death? 

It is well knowngthat Gen. Grant bears no 
love for Seeretary Biaine, but it does net 
seem reasonable that he should speak of 
Blaine’s appointment to the Cabinet as the 
firstand greatest blunder in the series of 
Garfield’s mistakes.” Blaine’s appointment 
as Secretary of State was recogn¥ed by the 
whole Nation as entirely fit and proper—the 
very best that could be made. Ile occupied 
an exceptionally prominent place in the Re- 
publican party, and especially in the majori- 
ty of the party which triumphed in the Chi- 
cago Convention. His great Ability was con- 
ceded on all sides, and his selection as 
Premier in the Garfield Administration was 
accepted as a promise of strength. Has 
Blaine done anything while occupying that 
position to impair the publie confidence he 
commanded? Hasn’t he rather fally justi- 
fied the wisdom of Garfield’s choice? II, 
under these circumstances, Gen. Grant were 
to go about denouncing Blaine's appoint- 
ment as a “blunder,” he would only en- 
courage the theory that he has never for- 
given Blaine for being twice a prominent 


1; candidate for the Presidency at times when 


Gen. Grant was urged by some of his friends 
fora third term, one term more than Wash- 
ington would accept. The American people 
will be disinclined to believe that Gen. Grant 
is governed by such narrow and selfish prej- 
udice, 

Gen, Grant’s opinions have been received 
with greht respect by the people of this coun- 
try ever since he came out of the War the 
successful chief of the Union armies. They 
have not always proved to be correct, but 
most people have believed them to be sin- 
cere. There is every reason, indeed, why 
Gen. Grant should take high ground in dis- 
cussing the public men and public affairs of the 
American Republic. Noother man has ever 
been so lavishly honored and rewarded for 
his services in this country. The people ex- 
pect a disinterested and patriotic view upon 
all public matters when he expresses him- 
self. Hence we are indisposed to accept as 
correct a report of utterances which would 
do discredit to any one at all familiar with 
the character amd events of the past year, 
and which, in Gen. Grant’s case, would de- 
note more or less malevolence. 


THE WELLAND CANAL. 

The Montreal Herald, reterrmg to the 
opening of the enlarged Welland Canal, ex- 
presses the ovinion that this event would 
have attracted far more attention a few 
years ago, and would have been of far more 
consequence to American commerce than it 
is today. From this same paper comes the

somewhat disappointing announcement that, 


after all the labor of so many years and the 
expenditure of so many millions of dollars, 
the improved and enlarged means for trans- 
portation by the St. Lawrence route termi- 
nate at Kingston on Lake Ontario, and do 
not reach Montreal. Between Kingston and 
Montreal the natural difficulties remain un- 
changed, and the capacity of the lower canals 
have not been enlarged. No vessel can now 
reach Montreal that could not reach it be- 
fore the Welland Canal was enlarged, nd 
the whole effect of the latter grand ana costly 
improvement is to enable the large vessels to 
reach Kingston on the Canadian side and 
Oswego and Ogdensburg on the American 
side of Lake Ontario. Below Lake Ontario 
the St. Lawrence River is now as impassable 
to larger boats as it ever was. All very large 
vessels with cargoes intended for Montreal 
and lower points must break bulk at Kings- 
ton, while vessels of every size can now con- 
nect with the Erie Canal at Oswego or Og- 
densburg. Ilere is the statement: 

Nor will it be rendered more so by the opening 
of the enlarged Weiland, because, though that 
will create an enormous navigation, fit forall but 
the very largest ships of modern build, and ex- 
tending from the heads of Lakes Michigan and 
Superior to the foot of Ontario at Kingston, it 
does nothing for the distance between Kingston 
and Montreal. Nor is it likely that much can be 
done; fur, though, no doubt, various obstacies 
to free navigation between these points may be 
and will be removed, it seems practically impos- 
sible to procure a much greater available depth 
of water. The difficuity is this: that between 
Kingston and Montreal you not only have to 
canalize, in order to get over the old portages 
und to remove bars, bowlders, etc., from partic- 
ular places, you have to excavate the bottom all 
aloug, except where you tind an accidental bole. 
There seems, then, to be every prospect that, not- 
withstanding the vast expanse of iniand waters 
and the thousands of miles of coast which will 
be made available without breaking bulk to very 
large vessels, Kingston must be the eastern 
limit of their voyages. 

The prospect that these obstructions to the 
navigation of the river between Kingston 
and Montreal will be removed is not very 
promising, so that practically the enlarge- 
ment of the Welland Canal to vessels of the 
largest dimensions has merely increased the 
means of connecting with the Erie Canal at 
Oswego. 

The fact is pointed out that the cost of 
breaking bulk at Kingston may be compen- 
sated by the improvement in the condition of 
grain by having it turned over in the course 
of the voyage. It is also pointed out that 


there is to be an “enormous addition ” to the’ 


exportable volume of breadstuffs supplied by 
the northwestern settlements of Canada, and 
that when this grain rekches Lake Superior 
(by the Canadian Pacific Railway) it will 
then find its way to the St. Lawrence by the 
Welland Canal, the interest to carry it by 
ship being intensified, it is claimed, by the 
improvement of that canal. Even this 
roseate view of the case is somewhat dark- 
ened by the fear that before the western 
fields of Canada grow golden under their 
crops of wheat, and before the Canadian Pa- 
cific shall awaken the echoes of the northern 
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coast of Lake Superior, and the shrieks of 
the locomotive shall silence Alf other noises 
in Thunder Bay, the flavigatton of tie lakes 
will have been superseded by the railway.

The most zealous 
friend to progress would probably not see with- 
out regret such a change as would rehder our vast 
waterways useless the pu of com- 
merce. But the world does not st still for 
the sake of sentimentalities, and it ie in this di- 
rection, we confess, that we look with the most 
apprehension for a revolution wifich may event- 
ually render useless our enormous investments 
in canals and other river improvements. 


Our Canadian brethren should not be dis- 
heartened. The vast expenditures by the 
Dominion for the canals and for the railroads 
have long been regarded in this country as 
the dowry prepared for the bride, whose des- 
tiny itis to fall into the arms of the American 
bridegroom. The Welland Canal hasalways 


been considered as evegtuall¥to become the 


property and care of the United States when 
the Dominion was ready to become part of 
and share the ‘glory and prosperity of 
the Great Republic. Time must accom- 
plish this inevitable but most natural 
of all political resulta The somewhat reck- 
less but enterprising way in which our gen- 
tle cousins’ in the Dominion have been 
creating debt by the issue of bonds for these 
canals and for the railway to and from 
Thunder Bay, with the certainty that these 
bonds eventually would have to be paid by 
the United States, has hardly excited much 
discontent on this side of the lakes. In 
American hands there Is no danger that 
these improvements will be vaiueless. 
Whether commerce in the future is to be 
carried on by rail or by water is hardly a 
question for the West, because the growth 
of the United Empire of the Mississippi and 
St. Lawrence Valleys will be sufficient for 
centuries yet to come to supply both rail, and 
and the lakes, and rivers with a commerce 
equal to their capacity. When the same flag 
shall eover the whole continent the lakes and 
rivers will still find enfployment as high-

Tue East Park has been named Jackson. 
As the South Park Commissione™, or a ma- 
jority of them, are State-sovereignty Demo- 
erats, it is a natural inference that they de- 
signed to do honor to the memory of Stone- 
wall Jackson, ex-Confederate General. But 
we are willing to give them the benefit of the 
doubt and admit, for the sake of. argument, 
that they named the park after Andrew 
Jackson, a former. President of the United 
States: What then? The name is no more 
appropriate in one case than In the other. 
Andrew Jackson is chiefly known and re- 
membered in American history as the author 
of the spoils system. He was an obstinate, 
passionate, vindictive old man. He foughta 
battle at New Orleans after grticles of peace 
had been signed; and he threatened to 
hang John P. Calhoun, but didn’t 
pertorm that illustrious service. The one 
durable thing that he did do was 
to adopt in practice the pernicious theory of 
William L. Marcy, To the victors belong 
the spoils”; and the policy which he intro- 
duced has ever since prevailed in our Gov- 
ernument and been a curse to our institutions. 
All that Andrew Jackson did of good could 
not atone for that great political wrong. We 
can’t approve of the name of Jackson for 
one of the parks. It isn’t specific enough. 
People can never de sure whether Stone- 
wall” or “ Andrew was intended. It might 
better be called “Stonewall” Park at once, 
or “Old Hickory,” or “ By-the-Eternal ” 
Park; but not plain Jackson, There is a 
great name in our history which is not open 
to any of these objections. It is the name of 
Franklin. No conspi¢uous traitor ever wore 
it. There is but one Franklin in American 
history; and the people, without distinction 
of party, love and honor him. Why not have 
the East Park rechristened Franklin Park ?

New York, Oct. 4—A biography of the 
assasin Guiteau is published by the Heraid, 
and covers seven columns of that paper, 
In it, after detailing how he 
was repulsed in his effort to 
secure a foreign appointment, first the 
Austrian Mission and then the Paris Consul- 
ship, the wretch makes the following state- 
ment; I conceived the idea of removing 
the Dresident, pending the answer to my 
application for the Paris Consulship, and so 
far as the Paris Consulship had any 
influence on my mind at all, it would have 
deterred me from the act, because I ex- 
pected, as a matter of fact, that I would 
get the Paris Consuiship. After 1 
conceived the idea of removing the Presi- 
dent, I did not go near Mr. Blaine or near 
the President to press my application, 
About two -or three weeks intervened 
from the time that I called at the 
President's, when the doorkeeper said: Mr. 
Guiteau, the President says it will be impos- 
sible for him to see you today.’ To the time 
that conceived , 

THE IDEA OF REMOVING HIM, 
during the whole time I was watching 
patiently foran answer, which, as a matter 
of fact, 1 have never yet received. I had 
been pressing the President and Mr. 
Blaine for an answer, and 1 thought 
that it would be better for 
ine to keep away from them. They had my 
address, and I thought if they concluded to 
give me the Paris Consulship they would 
notify me, or 1 should see an an- 
nouncement of the appointmentin the paper, 
and, as [ have stated, after I conceived the 
idea of removing the President. I did not go 
near the President or Mr. Blaine. My con- 
ception of theidea of removing the Presi- 
dent was this: 

MR. CONKLING RESIGSED 

on Monday, May 16, 1881. On the follow- 
ing Wednesday, I was in bed. I think I re- 
tired about 8 o'clock. I felt depressed and 
perplexed on account of the political situa- 
tion, and retired much earlier than usual. I 
felt wearied in mind and body, and I was in 
my bed about 9 o’clock, and I was thinking 
over the political situation, and the idea 
flashed through my brain that if the Presi- 
dent was out of the way, everythipg would 
go better. 

AT FIRST, THIS WAS A MERE IMPRESSION. 
it startled me. But the next morning it 
came to me with renewed force, and I began 
to read the papers, with my eye on the possi- 
bility that the President would have to 
go, and the more I read, the more 
l saw the complication of public affairs, the 
more was I impressed with the necessity of 
removing him.

TO QUIETLY REMOVE THE PRESIDENT. 

Two weeks after I conceived the idea, my 
mind was thoroughly settled on the inten- 
tion to remove the President. I then 
prepared myself. I sent to Boston 
for a copy of my book, “The Truth,” 
and I spent a week in preparing that. I cut 
out a paragraph, and a line, and a word, here 
and there, ahd added one or two new chap- 
ters, put some new ideas in it, and I greatly 
improved it. I knew that it would probably 
have a large sale .

A RARE OLD MANUSCRIPT, 

Special Cable. 

Lox Dbox, Oct, 5—Mr. Benjamin Scott, 
writing to the Times from the Guildhall, 
suggests as a means of giving an enduring 
proof of Engiand’s sympathy towards Amer- 
ica, that the mantiscript in the Library of 
the See of London, in the handwriting of 
Gov. Bedford, one of the Pilgrim Fathers 
who landed in Massachusetts in 1620, be 
given to America in the name of the Queen 
and the nation. This manuscript contains 
the compact or constitution outof which 
arose eventually the federation now termed 
the United States. The document was capt- 
ured by a British soldier during the war of 
independence. “it is,” says the writer, 
“considered by many Americans as the book 
of Genesis of their Nation, and regarded 
with much the same veneration as that with 
which Englishmen contemplate the original 
of Magna Charta.” Mr. Scott adds that he 
made this suggestion in a private communi- 
eation to Lord Derby in 1867, when that 
nobleman was Foreign Minister, but there 
being some international question at that 
time between the two countries his Lordship 
considered that action then might be misin- 
terpretea. No such objection could now be 
raised. Mr. Scott thinks that if a national 
wish exist on this point a way might speedily 
be found to gratify it. 1

GOV. BRADFORD’S MANUSCRIPT. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 5.—Benjamin Scott, Cham- 
berlin of London, and author of several im- 
portant antiquarian works, writes to the 
Times suggesting a practical method of 
giving an enduring proof of English good- 
will towards Americana, an act which would 
exceedingly enrich the Americans. ‘There 
is, in the Bishop of London’s library, at 
Fulham, a manuseript in the handwriting 
of Gov. Bradford, one of the Pilgrim Fathers, 
who, in 16, landed at Plymouth Rock, 
Mass., giving a diary of the Pilgrims, con- 
taining a complete constitution out of which 
arose the federation now termed the 
United States. The document was captured 
asa“iloot” bya British soldier during the 
American War of Independence from the 
old Dutch Chureb in Boston, As very many 
Americans consider the document as the 
„very book of Genesis of their Nation, Mr. 
Scott has suggested that, in token of the deep 
sympathy England has with America, her 
National sorrow, and England’s desire to for- 
get the conflict of a century ago, now at- 
tracting attention at Yorktown, England 
should present the document, in the name of 
the Queen and nation, to the United States.

THE CONFERENCE. 
OPENING. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

SYCAMORE, Oct. 5.—Tbe conference was for- 
mally opened this morning with the impressive 
ceremony of the Lord's Supper, which was ad- 
ministered by Bishop Wiley, of Civcinnati. At 
the conclusion of the sacrament the Bishop 
made a few remarks on the lapse of time since 
he last met with the Rock Kiver Conference. 
Nine years ago it was his privilege to preside at 
Its session. During the interval death had in- 
vaded the ranks of the brethren, and ‘three of 
the ministers who had fought the good fight bad 
taken their geparture for the house not made 
with hands eternal in the heavens. He 4 — 
that the spiritual influence of thé eonference 
was for good upon the inbabitants of the city or 
village in which it was beld. He hoped 
that the ministers would bring the bless- 
ing of God upon the houseboids in 
which they were guests, and that they 
would be careful not to forget the young people, 
who were now just as susceptible to the influence 
pf good as t were when the speaker was a 
boy. He wa the brethren not to indulge in 
any kissing, as it was a dangerous business. In 
conclusion he hoped that the conference. would 
proceed without any jarring, and for the giggy 
pf the Church.

King Kalakaua, of the Sandwich Islands, and 
Col. © H. Judd, bis Chamberlain and private 
secretary, reached this city yesterday morning 
from Lexington, Ky., and took breakfast at the 
Grand Pacitic, leaving in a special car on the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Road at noon for 
Omaha. His Majesty has been around the world, 
having visited Japan, China, Siam, Iudia, Egypt, 
and Europe, and landed at New York ten days 
ago. He spent a day or two in Washington, 
Baltimore, Cincinnati, and Lexington, Ky., 
and is now on his way home. At Omaha 
he will mect the other members of his 
suite—Maj. Mac Farlaue. Aid-de-Camp, “and 
Mr. W. H. Armstrong, Minister of State, the 
latter of whom has been making inquires as to 
where the best class of emigrants can be ob- 
tained for the Hawaiian Islands with a view to 
increasing the population of the Kingdom. 

A TRIBUNE reporter had a brief talk with the 
King just before his departure, and found him 
in excellent bealth. He: laughéd when asked if 
his friend ex-Mayor Colvin had called en bim, 
evidently récoliecting Mr. Colvin’s advice as he 
alighted from the train when here in 1874, that 
he would probably like to go to the hotel anit 
wash up.“ and his introduction of him to the 
Board of Trade us the King of the Cannibal 
Islands. 

He said be would sail from San Francisco for 
Honolulu on the 22d inst. He had been away 
from home tor nine months, and 

HIS PEOPLE WERE ANXIOUS TO SEE HIM. 
His trip had been a very pleasant one, as he was 
everywhere received with the greatest kindness. 
He was very favorably im ressed with the Ger- 
mans and Austrians. The Viennese ladics were 
very pretty. but those of this country excelled 
them in beauty. America was everywhere con- 
sidered the greatest nation in the worid. He had 
noticed many changes since bis previous visit, 
particularly in New York and Washington, 
thinking the latter was now probably unsur- 
pussed as a beautiful city. lie felt that 
the afliliations of bis people were with America. 
aud they were neurer to this country than any 
other. The sugar, coffee, and other products of 
the islands were sent here, and Hour and pork 
shipped back. The population of bis Kingdom 
was about 60,000—Poiynesiaus, Americans, and 
Germans—and the last named were increasing 
very rapidly. The Government was a constitu- 
tioval monarchy, with a Parliament of sixty 
members, forty of whom were elected by the 
people biennially, and the remainder appointed 
by theCrown for life. A railroad was being con- 
structed from Mahukona to Kohala, and next 
year the electric light would be introduced. 

HIS HORSE PURCHASES. 

At Lexington, Ky., he visited the stock-farms 
of Gen. Withers and Mr. Sanford and picked out 
some horses to be sent on home when he sent 
tor them.

On the other 
hand, the bridgetenders, especially the stupid 
ones, will be on the alert to protect 
their bridges, and will, too, the same 
as the steamboatmen and tugmen, endeavor to 
properly locate the blame of any accident that 
may bappen at cr to their bridges. A few, and 
we are glad to say a few, bridgetenders having 
charge of bridges have very foul tongues, espe- 
cially when engaged in controversies with ves- 
selmen. These men are public servants, paid 
by the people, and the citizens have a right to 
demand, and do demand, that their wives and 
daughters shall not be insulted by hearing the 
vile language used daily by some bridgectenders 
in their quarrels with stcamboat and tug men, 
especially the latter. Let the bridgetenders, when 
assailed b tugmen or others with foul and ob- 
scene language, have them arrested, and after 
they shuil have been fined heavily several times 
tor the offeuse they will learn sometbing, and 
conduct themselves as becomes decent citizens. 
This remark applies to only a few men employed 
on tugs in the river, the vast majority of them 
being gentlemen in every sense, though their 
hands may be callous and their faces sooty.

After tne arguments the Judges had 
consultations with Judges Matthewa, Harlan, 
and Haxter, and yesterday Judge Drummond 
announced that they had decided to appoint 
John M. Douglas, formerly President of the 
Iilinoig Central Railroad. They felt the im- 
portance of appointing a man who was free 
from sympathy with any of the clashing inter- 
ests represented at the hearing, end were con- 
vinged that Mr. Douglas had both the ind e- 
pendence and ability necessary to discharg e the 
important duties devolving on him. 

The appointment of Mr. Dauglas cannot fail 
to give general satisfaction, although it may 
not altogether suit either of the contesting 
parties—the Baltimore & Ohio and the 
Wabash. Mr. Douglas is nobody's man, 
und he will run the road for the 
best interests of its stockholders, regardiess of 
the desires of either Garrett or Gould. That

Talmage is managing Gould's interest in the 
matter, and bas written to the members of the 
councils and to all the prominent Indians in the 
nations named, setting forth the wishes of the 
railwey company and the advyautages to 
country of the pr —— road. There is, ho 
ever, nolittle opposition to granting the right 
of way, many see — Indiaus holding that such 
a step would be the eutering wedge for the fut- 
ure dismembermeutof the, indian country. It 
is doubtful, therefore, whether the Indians will 
permit the road to be built, as the antagonism 
towards it appears to be growing in 
strength and bitterness. The projected road

DISEASE AND DEATH. 


The exceedingty bad sanitary condition of the 
Fourteenth Ward is bringing about its -fruit. 
There are more overcrowded, miserable tene- 
ments in that section than in any other ward in 
the city, and more unsewered and unpaved 
streets. The shameful manner in which the 
street-cleaning vontractur has done his work 
this summer must of necessity add to the quota 
of filth diseases. Diphtheria was reported yes- 
terday from the Fourteenth Ward as follows:

BARRETT S LATEST. 


Prof. Barrett has added another improvement 
to the police alarm system.

He prints the box 
number on chemically treated paper by means of 
the electric current and a stationary metal point, 
using at present platinum for the purpose, 
which prints a sort of mauve color. No break- 
ing-in can break the current. He has so per- 
fected the signai-box that the band rushes back 
within a second, and the signal is printed in less 
than two seconds. Prot. Barrett does not claim 
the system as new, but the perfection of an old 
French discovery. As arranged, the machine is 
remarkably compact and durable, and will evi- 
dently be a great addition to the already almost 
perfect police and fire-alarms of this city.

The following is the substance of a letter re- 
ceived yesterday by Mayor Harrison, which ex- 
plains itself: 

OAKLAND, Cal., Sept. 18.—To to the Mayor and 
City Council of CUhicago—GENTLEMKN: The 
Ladies’ Relief Society of Oakland, Cal., through 
its Secretary, hereby ventures to address you. 
Our society owes its origin to the Chicago fire, 
and we have thought that, on this account, Chi- 
cago might perhaps become interested in our 
existence and success. Ten years ago the Oak- 
land ladies, as did many others, flew to the re- 
lief of the safferers by the Chicago fre, and or- 
ganized for the purpose of sending sdpplics 
trom the shores of the Pavitic to the shores of 
Lake Michigan. That labor of love concluded. 
they decided to continue to work for sufferers at 
home, Incorporation soon followed, and our 
sie stood forth, and haus been laboring 
diligently ever since. lu our work we recoguize 
no barrier of State, or of section, of nationality, 
or religion. Ladies from the South and from 
the North comprise our Board of Managers; 
peopie drift to us from all portions of our com- 
mou country, and want is the passport of our 
charity. Weown ten acres of land near our 
city. On it we havea home for destitute ch. 
dren. Now we are trying to add to this a home 
for destitute aged women. It will take 616000 
to bud the entire structure; $10,000 will erect 
the whole, complete the lower story, and enable 
us to begin. e have raised $6,000. 

The writer, Mrs. Sarah E. Henshaw, tne Sec- 
rotary. says that the business boom has not yet 
struck California, and fewer there are able to 
give than formerly. She asks that Chicago, 
upon the tenth anniversary of her great calam- 
ity, may send some of the material aid which 
this society so badly needs.

JACKSON PARK. 
GENERAL OPPOSITION TO THE NAME. 

A TRIBUNE reporter started out yesteml 
inquire of the South Park Commissioners why 
they bad in their wisdom fixed on the name of 
“Juckson Park for one of the subdivisions of 
the South Park, and exactly what Jackson was 
meant. Three of the Commissioners were out 
of town, one referred the reporter to the Secre- 
tary inno very courteous tones, and another 
told what be knew about the matter on the sole 
condition that it should be anonymous, as he 
was willing tosay things as a private citizen 
which be might not like to uphold as a Commis- 
sioner. 

“The names were given witbout much 
thought,” said this gentieman, and I never 
sup that they were intended as for- 
mai names. Last —— it was suggested 
that some names » given, and among 
others suggested were those ot Jackson and 
Washington. These names were adopted under 
a resolution offered by Commissioner Walsh. 
At the time I simply supposed that the names 
were to be used simply to designate the piaces 
on our books. Had i known that anything ise 
was intended I should have opposed the thing.” 

“What particular Jackson was thus hva- 
orod? 

„On, Andrew Jackson, of course. The reso- 
lution was passed without any special thought, 
and no specifications were mude. The parks 
were known as the Lake Division and the West 
Division. The landscape architect gave to the 
different divisions a number of technical names, 
which appear on the map, by which they were 
always known.“ 

Tue people in the vicinity of the park ao not 
seem to relish the uncupbonious name of Jack- 
son. What is the complaint?!“ 

* The complaints are just in a great measure. 
Many property-holders say thut the new name 
will be a positive injury to real estate, 
not on political grounds, but for other 
seasons. We bme made a reputation for tne 
South Park. and people all over the country 
have heard of it by that name. The Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad bas alreudg tacked up the sign 
‘Jackson Park’ at South Park Station, and i 
understand that the people thereabouts are cet- 
ting up a petition to the railroad company, pro- 
testing against this change of name, hoping to 
prevent its being incorporated in the next time- 
— A stranger looking at the time-tahle and 

eeing Jackson Purk’ would not give it au- 
other thought, whereas the name of South Park 
is familiar, and hag a reputation. The whole 
system is still the South Park, and we ure still 
South Park Commissioners. 1 think the com- 
plaints are just. it will hurt prices of real 
estate, and the names never ought to have been 
given as public and formal names of the parks: 
It will take ten years to get accustomed to the 
name of Jackson Park. and there is already a 
Washington Park on the North Side. It is only 
giving uname to portions of the South Park, 
and the identity of the whole is swallowed up in 
two of its parts. 

The statement of the Secretary was in accora- 
ance with these facts as to the naming of the 
ditferent divisions and the manner in which it 
was done. 

The mapof the South Park exhibitea con- 
glomerate system of nomenclature, sometimes 
more esthetic than 8 Eugliss. Plaisance” 
is the favorit word, and there are numerous

MICHIGAN RELIEF. 
MR. HOTCHKISS REPLIES TO “ CONTRIBUTOR.” 
To the- Editor of The Chicago ‘Tribune. 

CHICAGO RELIEF Koos, 252-254 Sourn WATER 
STREET, Oct. 5.—A “ Contrifutor” asks of me 
in your issue of this morning a few questions 
which, while I much distike to pay attention to 
anonymous demands upop me, I will endeavor 
to answer lest silence sbould work an injury to 
the good cause which lam endeavoring to for- 
ward. 4 ’ 

First—“ Who beside Mr. Hotchkiss constitute 
the committee to audit his accounts of moneys, 
clothing, etc., received and distributed?” In 
reply: The reliet work was left by the public 
meeting in the hands of the Hon. Carter H. 
Harrison, Mayor, Mr. L. J. Gage, Treasurer, and 
myself. as Secretary. No committee of control 
was appointed, but the matter was left in the 
hands of the above-named gentiemen, with in- 
structions, implied if net expressed, that the 
bonor and good name of Chicago should not 
suffer in their hands. As for myself, being 
scarcely as well known to the citizens as the 
other gentlemen, I bave taken particular pains 
to so systematize the entire work, so far as it 
devolves upon me, that temporarily I look upon 
every —— business-man of the city as an 
authorized committee toexamme my books at 
any time; dnd, finally, 1 shall request his 
honor the Mayor to deputise a committee in 
whom the public will have implicit contidence 
to audit my accounts in full. Meantime I, as 
Secretary of the Lumberman's Exchange, am 
amenabie to the officers thereof, of which Mr. 
A. G. Van Schaick, a gentleman well known to 
all of the business- meg of the city, is President, 
an r. A. A. Carpenter, also well known, is 
Chaifman of the Executive Committee. 

Second—*“ Why has there not been published a 
list vf the contributors, with the amount con- 
tributed by each?” All contributions, except 
those coilected from the lumbermen (which 
have been publishea in part), up to last Satur- 
day night were published in the Sunday moru- 
ing papers. The balance will be as soon as | can 
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enou $9 come $0 mag ae and aid 
day 1 think be will readily withdraw all impu- 
tations of neglect on my part. 

‘Third—" To whom and what sums in money, 
packages of clothing, etc., have been sent?’ 
In the private work which I undertook before I 
was Called to the Secretaryship of the Kelief 
Committee | forwarded to the Bay City 
Retief Committee, and. at my urgent request, 
Mayor Harrison joined me today in another re- 
mittance of $2,000 to the same source. [ 
have also sent them 27 boxes, barrels, 
and packages of clothing, merchandise, and re- 
lief goods. 1 goods have been distributed 
by the Bay City committee among other com- 
mittees which were lacking. It is a well-known 
fact that big fish swaliow the little ones. or, to 
use a classical expression. “ The big hog gob- 
bies the swill.“ Rellef committees are very 
prone to desire to make a big show of their 
work, and the comfort of those who are to be 
relieved is sometimes sacrificed to this feeling. 
Knowing the ground weil. from havi asa 

liticlan, sought the votes of the people of a 
arge part of the burnt district, I at once 
came to the conclusion that the people on the 
west side of the burned district must be 
«elieved from the Saginaw Valley and Flint. 
otherwise the sufferers must journey from forty 
to seventy miles to obtain heip. I aleo foresaw 
that the committees on the east side of the 
State would receive the lion's share of the out- 
side aid which would be contributed. The re- 
suits have fully justified my conclusions, and 
while the Port Huron and Detroit committe® 
hu ve received over $200,000 n cash to aid them 
in caring for 2,000 to 2,500 families, the Western 
district, containing from 1.000 to 1,500 destitute 
families, was apportioned to the committees 
on the west side of the State, of which 
Bay City. from its closer proximity to the shore 
towns bas, taken a most prominent part in the 
relief work. and has received outside aid not 
exceeding $1,500 beside what was forwarded 
from Chicago, or 83.500 in all, previous to this 
date. I presume all those who sympathize with 
the sufferers sufliciently to give of their means 
for their relief have but one desire, and that 
that ic shall reach the sufferers by whom it is 
most needed in the most speedy manner. i will 
undertake to convince the most skeptical if 
they will call at my office that that end is being 
attained in the most practicable and efficacious 
munner by the channels towards which their be- 
nevolence has been turped. 

In conclusion, I bave nothing to hide from 
* Contributor or contributors. My books are 


open to iuspection at all times and reports will. 


be given to the public 80 fest as time and 
strength will enable me to do he work. I 
have but one pair of hands, but a willingness 
beyond my strength, and in endeavoring to do 
alll can without breaking down in bealth I 
may perhaps not cover every point as prompt- 
ly as those may desire who do not know the 
extent of the work I am doing.

Money Advances to 65 Per Cent, 
and Hard to Get. 


Foreign Exchange Demoralized—Fi- 
nances in Chicago. 


The Produce Markets Active, and Again Lower

Provisions Very Weak—A Great Deal of Prod- 
uot on Sale, with Little Demand. 


FINANCIAL. 


All 3 of the railroad war and or- 
dinary stock manipulations were swallowed up 
in the money question. This was the main and 
practically the only influence at work in the 
market. Rates of interest in Wall street ad- 
vanced to 65 per cent. Money was reported to 
be hard to get even at that price, and what 
bothered operators was not the rates but the 
supply. A temporary rally occurred during the 
afternoon, and some of tne bears covered in, 
expecting that a great deal of mouey would be 
Offered on the street at low rates toward 
the close. But this did not happen, and 


at the close the market was almost panicky. It 


is said that Mr. Gould is locking money up, and 
as much as this runs counter to what are sup- 
posed to be Mr. Gould’s present necessities the 
source of the information is better than ordi- 
nary gossip. New York dispatches. state that 
large blocks of stocks came out to satisfy the 
demands of the bears, and that Mr. Gould was 
getting uneasy. 

There was some buying of stocks for invest- 
ment, at the decline, but not much significance 
can be ascribed to this, as nowadays bears sell 
short for investment. 

New York bank Presidents are reported to be 
scrutinizing bank loans with unusual care. 
Some of the city banks called in all their Wall 
street inang on Saturday, and among the collat- 
erals being discarded by some lenders is Denver 
& Rio Grande stock. 

Jay Gould's broker denies the truth of the 
story that his principal had borrowed 51. 000,0 
of sixty-day exchange on the pieage of stock 
securities and sold it again in the open market 
in order to raise the money. The broker says: 
“Every broker in Wall street knows that Mr. 
Gould bas been loaning immense sums of money, 
not only during the past thirty or sixty days, but 
for three years. He does not need to borrow. 
This story is being circulated by a man who is 
unquestionably in the pay of Mr. Keene, and it 
is being done out of personal spite. Mr. Gould 
has more than $10,000,000 out in Wall street. 
You can take bets on that and win right along.” 

What the stockholders of the warring rail 
roads are losing is being gained by the mer- 
chants of the East. The low fares and freight 
rates have attracted to New York a great many 
interior merchants, who otherwise would have 
made their purchases, as usual, at St. Louis, 
Chicago, or Cineinnati. The resuit of this is 
that in New Yerk the jobbing branch of every 


trade has not been so good for many years as 


during the last few montas. 

Mr. Vanderbiit is reported to be eccu mulating 
evidence from the largest receivers of grain at 
the New York Prodũce Exchange to show that 
the Baltimore & Ohio made a heavy cut on 
through freight last spring and summer. If 
such a charge could be proved to be true, Mr. 
Vanderbilt has made up his mind, it is said, to 
refuse to entertain any further negotiations 
with the Presidents of the other trunk lines. 
Many of the holders of New York Central and 
Lake Shore have taken this view, and are seiling 
stock. 

One of the most important results of the 
shortage of the crops will ve in cutting down 
tne grain freignts of the ruilroads. Only guesses 
have Deen made so far as to what this loss of 
business would be. The first attempt to get ex- 
act and statistical information on the subject 
has been made by W. T. Baker & Co., of this 
city. They have begun the investigation of the 
prospective earnings of the principal railroads 
of the Western grain belt.

The failure of the crop in Central 
and Southern Illinois, which the Illinois Cen- 
tral especially serves, even if partial, causes a 
decrease in the production of cattle and hogs, 
and in the ability of the farmers to buy general 
merchandise. e corn harvest of 1876, fur ex- 
ampld was defic.ent by reasun of heavy rains in 
July, and the quanti y ot corn carried by the 
Iilinois Central fell from 9,775,530 bu in 1876 to

As to damage from drouth, twenty-three coun- 
ties report corn an entire tailure; three re- 
port corn badly damaged; six report corn 
damaged from 2 to 90 per cent. 

In Northern Illinois, thirty-one counties report 
827,000 bu of oid corn in crib; seven report very 
little oid corn in crib; two report one-third of 
old crop on hand; one reports one-fourth of old 
crop on hand; thirteén report none. Two coun- 


ties report no damage to corn by drouth; sevens 


report damage very slight: five report corn 
damaged badiy; sixteen report corn damaged 
from 50 to 75 per cent; twenty-six report corn 
damaged from 10 to #0 per cent.

Liberal orders for dry goods were placed, both 
the city and country trade continuing to buy 
freely. Prices show as much strength as at any 
time. The movement in clothing and miilmery 
was liberal, and the feeling wasfirm. Boots and 
shoes continue active, with prices sustained. No 
important changes were developed in the grocery 
market. Business maintains a satisfactory de- 
gree of activity, and tne prevalent feeling is 
one of pronounced firmness. Coffees remain 
somewhat under neglect, and as a consequence 
the market does not display much strength. 
There was a firm market for all descriptions of 
dried fruits, Raisins are specially strong. 
Canned fruits were quiet, but were as firm as 
before. In the fish market there were no price- 
changes, though there was a strong upward 
tendency in whitefish anitrout. Dairy products

CHATTANOOGA. 

On the south bank of the Tennessee River, 
lovingly embraced on the one hand by mount- 
ain and hill, on the other by rippling waters, 
nestles this child of war, for the possession 
of which armies contended, brave men died, 
and thousands mourn. Iu plain view is Mis- 
sionary Ridge, bold Lookout, and the passes 
leading to blood-stained Chickamauga. It is 
a rugged sight, surely, which greets the 
traveler when he enters thetown. The city 
itself is uot different from other places in 
any striking particular. Except for the his- 
tory so intimately interwoven with that of 
the War, Chattanooga might have lived, and 
grown, andjthrived without attaining any 
particular notoriety; but to thousands now 
living the mention of its name _ revives 
sensations of sorrow or recollections of stir- 
ring scenes. 

Since the War the city has undergone 
many and impartant changes. Tall chim- 
neys rear their heads where barren wastes 
met the eye a few years ago. The immense 
mineral wealth, undeveloped up to néar 
1866, could no lon ger escape the greedy eye 
of capital, and since that time has coutrib- 
uted its mite toward supplying the millions 
with employment. 

Among the recently established—that is fo 
say, within the past fifteen or eighteen years 
—industries may be mentioned the Chatia- 
nooga Iron Company, Roane Iron Company, 
Powell Iron and Nail Works, Lookout Roll- 
ing-Mif, Wason Car and Foundry Com- 
pany, J. B. Hoyt & Co.’s tannery (the largest 
in the world), the fire-clay works, the ice- 
factory, cotton factory, and more of lesser 
note. Pig-iron, fron and steel rails, nails, 
fish-plates, bar-iron, railroad cars and 
wheels, ete., are manufactured here, and, in 
fact, everything pertaining to the iron trade 
can here be found. 

Immense deposits of iron-ore and coal are 
found all through this country, and the time 
will no doubt soon be when it will rival even 
Pennsylvania in the extent and value of its 
iron industry. 

The merchants are all busy as bees attend- 
ing to the wants of the fast-increasing popula- 
tion, and indications would seem to point to 
the necessity of an accession to the inercan- 
tile ranks in order to keep pace with the 
In fact, itis safe to 
say that tradesmen and wechanics of all 
kinds will find @ lasting and profitable field 
open to them. 

The town is better supplied with hotels 
than many more pretentious cities. The

Dear oid Pap 
Thomas had the battlefield of Chickamauga 
thorougbly searched for the remains of 
Union soldiers, and all were removed to this 
cemetery, as were those killed in other bat- 
tles and skirmishes in this vicinity. ‘There 
are something over 12,000 graves, wore than 
7,000 of which are marked with the name of the 
dead occupant, but over 4,000 bear the mute 
aud touching inscription, “* Unknown.” Four 
thousand households in this broad land the 
members of which know their loved ones 
died at Chickamauga, yet can never know 
the spot where repose their mortal remains! 
“Unknown!” Ah, but not forgotten, brave 
soldier, for a Nation kneels in homage 
at the shrine of your bravery, your love of 
country, and your sacrifice. 

The cemetery is well cared for, a superin- 
tendent residing on the grounds, whose duty 
it is to see that everything iq kept in proper 
order. The graves are arranged by corps, 
divisions, and — and the visitor has 
no trouble in find any individual grave, 
provided the name of its occupant is known. 


LOOKOUT MOUNTAIN. 

This historic landmark has,been so often 
and so accurately described that it would 
seem as though the subject had been worn 
threadbare and nothing new was left for the 
chronicler of today to say. But the majestic 
beauty of the place will ever inspire the be- 
holder with awe, and its attractions are so 
many and so varied that one could never tire 
in admiring the scene. The summit of the 
mountain is reached by a circuitous road, 
the distance from Chattanooga being in the 
neighborhood of five miles. A very pleasant 
resort for summer visitors nestles on the side 
of the mountain, where congregate a few 
families every year to spend the heatea term, 
coming almost exclusively from the South. 

The first place of interest, once at the sum- 
mit, is the Point. From this elevation with 
u glass can be seen the city below, looking 
like a miniature village in the distance. At 
the base of the mountain, fronting the Point, 
flows the Tennessee River, forming a grace- 
ful loop, named by the Indians Moccasin 
Bend, the half-encircled land reminding one 
ofa huge foot covered with a stocking— 
hence Moccasin Point. 

To calculate distances we must take some 
landmark, and none more appropriate than 
the t Mountain House, which is sit- 
uated at terminus of the mountain road, 
and about one mile back from the Point. By 
a drive of two miles from this house we 
reach the celebrated natural curiosity, Rock 
City, which stands one of the most wonder- 
ful pieces of natural masonry in this coun- 
try, * walis rising from the midst of 
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rock with two distinct heads, the features 
rudely but cleariy outlined, 

Afier Rock City comes Lula Falls, Lula 
Lake, Ilichland Glen, Alcove Rocks, and a 
thousand curiesities, to enumerate which 
would consume too much space. 

There ia daily hack line from the Read 
House, in Chattanoo to the Lookout 
Mountain Heuse, which affords an easy, 
pleasant, and economical mode of reaching 
the mountain’s summit. No pen can by any 
possibility do justice to the innumerable at- 
tractions afforded by a visit to this charming 
section of country. If my readers would 
stand above the clouds and look down upon 
u Fain-storm ; if they would witness the rising 
and the setting of the sun—the most charm- 
ing of sights—from the top of Lookout; if 
they would view the positions oceupied by 
the contending armies in the battle above 
the clouds,” go to Lookout Mountain. The

He vad never culicuiated 
upou the county paying bis expenses, and did 
not think that any one uad understood that the 
county was to pay the bills ot tue tea county 
uificers."" Some of the Cemmissioners, be ve- 
heved, expected their expeuses puid, aud he did 
not see wuy great wrong in it, but individually 
be went to (Cleveland from a sense of duty, bad 
always intended to pay his own bills out of nis 
own pocket, and the report Wus untrue wherein 
it wus ssid that it was undorsteod by most of 
these gentiemeu that the eutire expense was to 
be borne by the county.”
